Whiie Jefferson’s man- 
ual is rarely quoted or cited after the House 
has adopted its rules—at least in recent 
years—it seems to be relied on as the most 
authoritative standard work on what may be 
termed Américan parliamentary law.”

| FRANK HITCHCOCK NAMED 


APPOINTED MARSHAL FOR NORTH- 
ERN DISTRICT OF ILLIN OLS, 


Illinoisans, Irrespective of Party, Express 
Their 4pprobation Over the Selection, 
Col, Babcock, the Defeated Candidate, 
Sharing the General Joy—An ‘Interest- 
ing Story Hehind the Appoinatment—!ts 
Bearing on the Senatorial Fight—sketcn 
of the New Marshal. | 


Wasuinoton, D. C., Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
Frank Hitchcock’s appointment as Marshal 
for the Northern District of Illinais came 

out foday, and all I[ili- 
noisans here, irrespec- 
tive of party, unite in 
declaring tnejr appro- 
bation thereof. In fact, 
the appoitmeént is re- 
garded as a first-class 
one, and no one is in 
greater giee over it 
than Senator ©. B. 
Farwell, who made an 
obstinate fight for 
Hiteheock during the 
last ten days. The 
Senator is highly 

FRANK WiTcHcocK. pleased about the mat- 
ter, and is certainiy @ntitied to the lion’s 
share of credit for winning the prize for a 
friend. é 

Senntor Cullom thinks a better Marsha! 
than Hitchcock could not be found. Saturday 
he told the President why his confidence in 
the Peoria man Was so great. ‘‘ When I was 
Governor,” he said to President Harrison, 
“several counties in Limois were terrorized 
by a desperado named’ Rand. He was a 
cold-blooded murderer, who shot down his 
victims without mercy. After killing sev- 
eral people he escaped to Missouri and was 
captured in St. Louis. I issued the requisi- 
tion papers, but was puzzied to find a man to 
take them and bring Rand to the Knox 
County Jail. Desperate as the villain was, 
he had his friends, who would dare anything, 
and there was reason to expect an attempted 
rescue. On the other hand, the whole ena of 
the State was excited over the atrdcities of 
Rand, and there was every probability that, 
Once across the line, parties would be organ- 
ized to lynch him long before he got any- 
where near Knox County. There was a tre- 
mendous feeling, and many good and order'y 
citizens were so excited that they advocatea 
lynch law. Under these circumstances you 
may understanc how important it was that a 
man not simply of bravery and nerve, but 
aiso of judgment and expedients, should be 
found. 

SENT FOR FRANK HITCHCOCK, 

“T thought it all over and finaily sent for 
Frank Hitchcock. ‘I'll oring Rand back,’ 
be said quietly, and | gave him the necessary 
papers. I need not go into the exciting de- 
tuils, but they were exciting enougn, and 
Hitchcock landed Rand safely in the jaii at 
Galesburg. The desperado was tried and 
was lucky enough to get off with a life sen- 
tence. The people were indignant, and some 
hot-headed persons declared that having 
made one mistake by allowing him to be tried 
at all they did not propose to make another 
by letting the authorities take him to the 
penitentiary. This meant that when taken 
from. the jail he would surely be lynched, and 
there was every evidence that thousands of 
people would be on hand ready to help. 
Well, Frank Hitchcock wok Rand from the 
Galesburg Jail on the train to the Joliet 
Penitentiary, and the law was not iotferfered 
with. Rand afterward hanged himself, but 
if Hi had been there,J don’t believe 


“he would have ietthat murderer end a life 


sentence in such an irreguiar way. He 
would have checkmated Rand sure.”’ 

There is a story behind the appointment— 
a wheel within a wheel—and it migit be just 
as well to record the fact that next to Frank 
Hitchcock himself Col. Babcock, the defeat- 
ed candidate, is the happiest man in Iilinois. 
Hitehcock and Babcock have trained to- 
gether since boyhood. The Colonel does not 
need an office. He did not cere tor this one in 
particular, and probably became a candidate 
for the Marshalship to see the effect on some 
favorite sons of Illinois. He wanted to test 
the friendship of a statesman or two, and 
that was the beginning and end of his 
campaign, although indorsed for the office 
by most flattering letters from influential 
men. There never was a time when Col. 
Babcock really. wanted the Marshal’s office. 
It is safe to say that Senator Cullom did not 
lose sleep of nights thinking about Col. Bab- 
cock’s candidacy. The Senator, itis under- 
stood, did not indorse the Colonel, and it is 
equally well understood that the Colonel did 
not ask the Senator to indorse him. 

About three weeks ago Col. “‘Ame” made 
up his mind that he had not a ghost of a 
chance of success. He had intended to ap- 
point Hitchcock as his Chief Deputy in case 
of his selection, and Hitchcock was at the 
Pacific occupying the same room witb him. 
So the Colonel came to the conclusion if he 
could not win himseif there was a chance for 
Hitchcock, and ‘he told Hitchcock he knew 
he could not win. Then it was agreed Sena- 
tor Farwell should come to Washington and 
make a farewell fignt for Babcock. If this 
failed, as everybody knew it would, Senator 
Farwell was to go to the White House and 
ask for Babcock’s appointment. If the Presi- 
dent made objections and said he coukd not 
issue a commission to the Colonel, then Mr. 
Farwell wasao ask if the President would 
appoint a man recommended by both Sena- 
tors from lIilinois. In case the President 
acquiesced Mr. Farwell was to offer Hitch- 
cock’s name with the understanding that 
Senator Cullom was to come to the front in 
the matter. Babcock worked up this project, 
and the only kicker was Frank Hitchcock 
himself, who said be wanted Col. Babcock to 
have the office. 

A GOOD THING TOU Do. 

Senator Cullom was only too glad to co- 
operate with Senator Farwell in the matter. 
Hitchcock and he were warm personal 
friends of many years’ standing. This ap- 
pointment will heal up some dissensions 
among the Kepublicans in Peoria County 
over the appointment of Julius S. Starr as 
Coliector of Internal Revenue. It would be 
particularly gratifying to the Isaac Taylor 
faction, and, taken ali in all, Senator Cullom 
thought it was a good thing to do. 
was a bit of politics in it for Mr. Farwell, 
for this reason: Peoria County is of itself a 
Senatorial district, at present represented 
in the Senate by a hold-over Republican, 
Senator Mark Bassett, himself a Hitehcock 
man through and through. 

Senator Farwell came to Washington, 
went to the White House, and was told by 
the President that Col. Babcock could not be 
appointed. Senator Farwell piayed his hand 
to perfection and asked the President if a 
man satisfactory to Senator Cullom and him- 
self would be appointed. The President re- 
plied in the affirmative, and the name of 
Frank Hitchcock was plumped athim. This 
settled the matter and Hitchcock’s appoint- 
ment came in duc order of events. His com- 
mission was issued today ana he will proba- 
bly take possession of the office not) later 
than Saturday, or so soon as his official bond 
is received at the Department of Justice and 
approved.

HAS A RECORD TO BE PROUD OF. 


Interesting Incidents in the Life of the New 
Marshal+The Rand Capture. 

Preonrra, Ll., Nov. 25.—[Speciai. |—Frank 
Hitchcock was ‘born in Painesville, *Lake 
County, O., Jan, 29, 1838.. His parents were 
Ne!son Hitchcock, bora in the State of New 
York, and Matilda Rider, a native of Lake 
County, Ohio. The first seventeen years of 
Mr. Hitchcock’s fife were spent on a farm in 
Lake County, Otio, when the family came 
West and settiedin Tivoli Township, Peoria 
County. There Mr. Hitchcock, a raw youth, 
followed farmingg but was renowned in those 
parts as a rising man of many estimable 
qualities. : 

In the fall of 1882 he recruited Company D 
of the Eighty-simath [linois Volunteer Regi- 
ment, and was m@stered in as its Captain. 
He participated jn the various battles in 
which his reginfent was engaged, until 
wounded at the battle of Kenesaw Mount- 
ain, where he lost the three last fingers of 
his right hand. This left him nothing but a 
finger and athumb on hisrighthand. The 
encounter was one of the most desperate re- 
corded in the annals of the war. Capt. Frank 
Hitchcock went into that battle with thirty- 
five men. He emerged with fifteen. 

After a period of ten months as an invalid 
and on gaining convalescence Capt. Hitch- 
cock joined his command at Raleigh, N. C., 
marched through to Washington, and was 
mustered out in June, 1665. 

In 1866 the Peoria County election : for 
Sheriff came on, and Frank Hitchcock was 
nominated on the-Republican ticket. He is 
not a talker, but three mute witnesses spoke 
for him, if so peculiar au anomaly can be ac- 
cepted. He was elected Sheriff by a tre- 
mendous majority. The Democratic majority 
in Peoria County ume was over 600. 
fie was rééiected termafter term by an aver- 
age majority of 900, and was elected Mayor 
of the City of Peoria in 1883 by a majority of 
over 500. In every political campaign made 
by him Mr. Hitchcock has never. been de- 
feated. His name hasever been a synonym 


-in local Repubiican circles for victory, de- 


spite the fact that Peoria city and county are 
overwhelmingly Democratic. : 
THE RAND CAPTURE. 

Frank Hitchcock’s most notuble capture 
while he was Sheriff of Peoria County was 
that df Frank Rand, probably the most no- 
torious outiaw ever known in Illinois. He 
is credited with having committed something 
like twenty-two murders. The act that 
brought Hitchcock into the case and led di- 
rectly to the arrest was the robbery of one 
lilly, a gunsmith, Saturday, Aug. 3, 1877, at 
Gilson, lll. A tramp came to his shop in the 
afternoon and at night the place was burg- 
larized. 

A posse of citizens started after the rob- 
ber. They found the tramp who had called 
on Lilly in the wooas and he immediately 
opened fire on them, His first victim was a 
boy, and several were killed or wounded, the 
tramp getting away. 

That was where Hitchcock came in. That 
was the beginning of the end of Frank 
Rand’s career. Rand was captured a few 
weeks later in St. Louis. Although the ar- 
rest itself was made by a Bt. Louis policeman 
ail the credit belongs to Frank Hitchcock, as 
he had hunted down the criminal. 

The details of the arrest show the desper- 
ate character of Rand. Officer White iaid 
his hand on his shoulder and said, “I want 
you.” Rand immediately jumped back and 
drew arevolver. Heffernan grabbed it, but 
Rand fired quick enough to shoot White, 
who, however, continued to fight until ne fell 
from loss of blood. It was a fight for the 
possession of the pistol, and the officer did 
not get it until Hess, the clerk, had shot 
Rand through the body. Even then there 
was trouble, for Heffernan had to shoot him 
through the leg to save his own life. 

That is cne of tue principai events of 
Hitchcock’s career. He was the man who 
brought about the arrest of the notorious 
outlaw. Although not the man who finally 
made the arrest he discovered the first clews, 
in person followed. them, and laid the plans 
that finaliy resulted in the capture.

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GREAT FRAUDS CHARGED. 


A CHICAGO CONCERN ACCUSED OF PER- 
PETRATING A GIGANTIC SWINDLE. 


The Frederiksen Land Company Alleged 
to Have Victimized Hundreds of People 
for Several Hundred Thousand Dollars 
—Capitalists and: Poor Men Alike Said 
to Be Sufferers—Arrest of W. H. Bid- 
good, Cashier of the Firm—Some of the 
Losers—The Reported Transactions. 

In the appointment of a receiver for the 
Frederikseu Land company, what 1s alleged 
to bea fraud involving $900,000 is said to 
have been developed, and in consequence a 
Criminal action was begun yesterday, which 
resulted in the arrest of the cashier of the 
company. 

T. G. Cowie, Western agent of Frederiksen 
& Co., swore outa warrant yesterday for N. 
C. Frederiksen, principal of the company, D. 


G. M. Frederiksen, his son, and W.H. Bid-' 


good, the cashier, on the charge cf conspir- 
acy to defraud. Bidgood was found at the 
office of the company, No. 181 Washington 
street, and was locked up at the Harrison 
street station iate lust night.. N. C. Frederix- 
sen is Supposed to be in Alabama. 

The charge is based on alleged crooked 
transactions in giving mortgages on lands to 
which the Frederiksens bad no title. These 
mortgages are said to have been pledged as 
security for loans aggregating a large 
amouat, Frederiksen & Co. has been doing 
a large business in Westera railroad lands, 
selling for the most part small tracts of forty 
or fifty acres on the instailment plan, the 
purchasers usually being - immigrants 
or poor people who wished to 
invest their earnings in farms. After 
a certain number of payments had been 
made; Frederiksen gave a deed, ea mortgage 
on the land being taken for the unpaid por- 
tion of the purchase mthoney. These mort- 
gages, it is alleged, were then given as col- 
lateral for loans or sold outright through the 
West. 

Among others ex-Gov. J. A. Rice of Wis- 
consin, R. Nunnemacheyv, cashier of tne Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Bank of Milwaukee, and 
KE. G. Comstock, a Milwaukee lawyer, are 
said to have been large buyers. It is now 
claimed that many of tmese mortgages are 
worthless. ° 

BIDGOOD'’S STATEMENT. 

When seen at the station Bidgood, the 
cashier, seemed overcSme at bis position and 
stated that his connection with the compaffy 
Was purely as cashier and that be did not see 
how he could be implicated in Frederiksen’s 
transactions. The business, be said, amounted 
to 50,000 acres a year, but he could not say how 
much of this was in mortgages. Mr. Bidgood 
Was 80 agitated that it was difficult for him 
to give a connected account, and he seetmed 
more disturoed by the fact tbat he was 
driven through the strect in the patrol- 
wagon than by any thought of the charge 
under which he was arrested. 

T. G. Cowie was found at the Sherman 
House and asked for particulars of the 
charges made against Bidgood. He was 
much averse to talking, pleading that others 
who were implicated would take the alarm. 
He said that he represented the interests of 
his father-in-law, ex-Gov. Rice of Hartiang, 
Wis., who he said was a loser to the extent 
of $100,000 or more by the alleged fraudulent 
operations. 

“ The charge we make,” he said, ‘is that 
Frederiksen, Bidgood, and D. G. M. Fred- 
eriksen were all concerned in this con- 
spiracy. There were owners, but they think 
ifey are only wanted us wituesses, ‘and I 
don’t want to.grve 4h¢ir naines.”’ 

NATURE OF THE ALLEGED FRAUD. 

“ W nat did they do?”’ 

“They got up fraudulent mortgages, went 
out on the street ang gave men $5to sign them. 
Then they went to capitalists with the mort- 
gages and raised money on them. They 
gave mortgages on land in Minnesota, Da- 
kota, and other parts of the Northwest. 
There are hundreds of worlting people in 
Chicago who paid in their earnings to the 
Frederiksens, thinking they were buying 
land, and now find their deeds worthiess.”’ 

‘“‘Is it customary*for business-men to ad- 
vance large sums of money on mortgages 
withcut aue inquiry and examination into 
the security?”’ 

‘* No, and there are some of tne losers who 
say that it serves them right for being so 
careless. But when Frederiksen got the 
first mortgage from a man he always fur- 
nished an abstract. Then the dealing went 
on, and the capitalists thought it was all 
right and made no inquiry.” 

“Do you know of any others who ad- 
vanced money on this intangible security?” 

*“] don’t want to give names and cannot 
say about the amounts. They must speak 
tor tnemselves. We want to get the others 
who are implicated and, if much is said it will 
deteat our ends. Many of these mortgages 
were placed in Milwaukee. °’ 

‘*Do you know with whom?” 

‘* Well, there was Mr. Kendrick, Mr. Brice, 
and Rudolph Nunnemacher, the cashier of 
the Merchants’ Exchange Bank of Milwau- 
kee. Stephen W. Rawson, the banker of 
Chicago, had some of them, but he is not hit 
for much. ”’ 

‘What will be the next stepon your part?” 

‘‘Catch the others concerned if we can. 
Bidgood will be brought up oefore Justice 
Prindiville in the moruing, but we will get 
the case continued till wecan get our evi- 
dence and the other men. Thisis only a pre- 
liminary step before bringing these great 
frauds before the grand jury. We did this so 
asto hold our man. Ex-Gov. Rice will be 
here tomorrow and then you can learn more 
about it.” 

WOULD NOT ACT AS RECEIVER. 

H. A. Haugan of the bavkmeg firm of 
Haugan & Lindgren, when seen at his house 
suid that a man named Jarvis had been ap- 
pointed receiver for the creditors by Judge 
Shepard. Milwaukee creditors representing 
$550,000 of the indebtedness had asked Mr. 
Haugan to act as receiver in place of Jar- 
vis, promising if he would that they would 
pay off all the small creditors. Owing to his 
sympathies for the Scandinavians Mr. Hau- 
gan agreed, out, he said, after his appoint 
ment he became aware of the wretched condi- 
tion of the concern. He found no available 
assets, he said, and when he asked the credit- 
ors to put up the money for a preliminary ex- 
amination they refused to do so. Meetings 
were heid by the creditors in Milwaukee, but 
as no money was advanced for the examina- 
tion Haugan said he would resign, and yes- 
terday morning soeut in his resignation to 
Judge Shepard. 

Mr. Haugan had in reality not touched the 
case, had received no books or papers, and 
could give no accurate statements in regard 
to the land business. All ne knew he had 
heard from others. He had heara that 
the alleged frauds had been committed 
by the appropriation of money sent by the 
purchasers of property to pay off mortgages 
and by the sale of fictictious property, or whe 
sale of the same properry several times. 

ASSETS AND LIABILITIES. 

Frederiksen has been in business about 
eight years, but it 1s only within the last 
three or four years that the alleged frauds 
have been carried on. The company owned 
property in Southern Minnesota, Wisconsim, 
and Kansas. They did a business of about 
50,000 acres a year. Most of the buyers were 
Scandinavians, Poles, and some Germans. 
Most of them were poor, and on these, he 
said, the transactions would bear heaviest. 
The assets, he had heard, would not amount 
to over 12 per cen. of the liabilities. 

“ Frederiksen,” said Mr. Haugan, “I think 
is bulf insane. [haven’t seen him for the 
last two or three years. He wasin the sugar 
refinery business in Denmark and failed. If 
he made avy large sums of money he never 
showed it, tor 1t seemed to me that w 
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he was 
rather poor. Bidgood, I don’t think, tacugh 


hr don’t know, bad any connection with the 


transactions. He is poor, and was, I believe, 
simply acting in the capacity of cashier for 
Frederiksen. I have heard that Frederiksen 
started tor Alabama a week ago.” 

“Do you Know anyof the heavier cred- 
itors?”’ 

“Most of them are Milwaukee people. I 
have heard that ex-Gov. Rice is in for $100,- 
000. Others I have heard mentioned are the 
Chicago Trust and Savings Bank and Peck- 
ham & Brown of this city. One of the mem- 
bers of the land company told me that the 
total indebtedness of the concern would foot 
up $900,000.” 


PERISHED IN AN INSANE ASYLUM FIRE. 


Five Inmates Cremated at Blackfoot, Idaho 
—Flour Mille Buarned. 

Biackroot, Idaho, Nov. 25.—The main 
building of the Territorial Insane Asylum 
burued early Sunday morning. Two men 
named Keen and Smith are known to have 
perished, and five other inmates —Dora Nan- 
tle, Cora Allen, and three men named Han- 
son, Kennedy, and Glen—are missing. It is 
possible that they escaped from town in the 
confusion, but’ it is feared that they were 
Caught in tae fire. The flames origi- 
nated in’ the kitchen, presumably 
from a defective fluc, and within an hour 
the main. building was in ruins. Great ex- 
citement prevailed amoung the inmates when 
the fire was discovered, and Superintendent 
Givin and his assistants had great trouble in 
controlling them. They succeeded, however, 
in mustering sixty of the sixty-seven inmates. 
The women are quartered in the Methodist 
church and the men in the court-house. 
The new addition to the asylum was saved, 
bat all records were destroyed in the main 
building. The loss will not exceed $30,000. 

EDWARDSVILLE, Ill, Nov. 25.—[Special. }— 
The Edwardsvilie Millis, with a capacity of 
1,000 barrels a day, were destroyea by fire 
this morning, entailing a loss of a quarter of 
@miliion dollars, The plant, consisting of 
mill, elevator, warehouse, and office, was 
situated in .the center of a business block. 
The mill was -a_ five-story brick, the 
elevator had a capacity of 100,000 pushels, and 
the warehouse storage for 7,000 barrels. 
At 2 o’clock fire owas discovered in 
the warehouse and the local fire department 
responded promptly. The fire spread rapid- 
ly, and it was soon evident that the plant 
was doomed. The panic was so great that it 
was feared the whole biock would go, and 
Mayor Giass telegraphed St. Louis for assist- 
ance. Twenty minutes later an eagine, hose- 
cart, and truck crossed the bridge. The fire 
jumped to a two-story tenement owned 
by Henry Bunkman and a_ two-story 
brick owned. by Jacob Bickle. The stores 
and offices adjacent were quickly vacated 
and all mail matter taken from the post- 
office to a place of safety. A frame building 
occupied as the mill office was next to go. 
The department had by this time obtained 
controi and the order to the St. Louis depart- 
ment was countermanded, the engine having 
at the time passed Hast St. Louis. Kehlor 
Bros. lose $250,000, which includes 4,000 bar- 
rels of flour, 75,000 busbels of wheat, and 
the buildings and machinery; insured.

Another Conféderate Landmark at Rich- 
mond, Va., Soon to Re Kemoved. 

RicumMonpd, Va., Nov. 25.—[Special.|—To- 
night in tne city School Board a resolution 
was offered and referred providing for pull- 
ing down-tne building known as the Jeff 
Davis mansion, - which has for twenty years 
been used as‘a public school. It is proposed 
to erect in. its stead a spacious school build- 
ing. When the Confederate Government 
was moveu ‘here from Montgomery, Ala., 
this building was purchased by the City of 
Richmond and offered in fee simple to Mr. 
Davis as his residence. He declined the gift, 
and the Confeierate:- Government rented it 
and it was called the ‘White House of the 
Confederacy.” Mr. Davis lived there for 
four years. The following four years it was 
the headquarters of Gens. Schofield, Canby, 
and other military governors. The removal 
of Libby Prison left this the most conspicu- 
ous landmark of the Confederacy. It is 
thought that liberal offers will be made to 
remove the bvilding for erection entire in 
some other State. 


MRS. CHARLES CROCKER’S BIG ESTATE.

Dyer Thompson was called as a witness for 
O'Sullivan and was examined by Mr. Donahoe. 
The witness said he was 50 years old and was 
born in St. Lawrence County, N. Y. He was 
foreman for McBride, an iceman at No, 95 Union 
street, and having his ice-house at Elgin. He 
had been in his employ eight years. March 19 
he took down the numbers of twecars loaded 
with ice that were landed at the Halsted street 
viaduct, between the St. Paul and Northwestern 
tracks. The numbers were 45,282 and - 18,862. 
Having worked with his men until noon the wit- 
ness went to lunch and returning about 4 quar- 
ter of an hour later saw the defendant O’Sul- 
livan. who was waiting to see McBride. He was 
at the office and remained there until tne wit- 
ness and his men began to unload the ice, which 
was about the time the train was due by which 
McBride was expected from Elgin. The train 
arrived on time and went by. Just then the 
team came up and the witness and his men 
went to work unloading the cars, leaving O'Sul- 
livan standing in front of the office. The ice was 
sy poor that most of it was placed under the 
viaduct tosave demurrage. ; 

On cross-examination the witness told the 
State’s Attorney that he did not know whether 
O'Sullivan went away then or not—he did not 
see him again that day. O'’Sullrean sometimés 
came on foot and sometimes drove up. That day 
he came afoot, i 

—When was your attention first called to 
this unloading of the ice? A.—Avout a week 
ago, I guess, at the office. The lawyer who went 
over there wanted to know if 1 ever remembered 
seeing O'Sullivan there.

Henry McBride. an iceman doing business in 
Elgin and for whom. Dyer Thompson worked, 
was then called and examined by Mr. Donahoe, 
He was merely called to testify to the fact that 
in March he had a lot of ice stored under the 
Halsted street viaduct and that Thompson was 
in his employ atthe time. The distance from 
the point to where the ice was stored to O’Sulii- 
van's house was about four miles. 

On the cross-examination by Mr. Hynes the 
dates of the shipment and unloading of the ics 
were brought out, the shipment being March 18. 
He could not say positively that he saw O’Sulli- 
van March 20 or not. 

Charles Thompson, son of the former witness, 
said he helped unload the ice gt the viaduct.

[NATIONAL BANK SYSTEM. 


FORTHCOMING REPORT OF THE CON- 
TROLLER OF THE TREASURY. 


Satisfactory Condition of the Monetary 
Institutions Conducted Under Federal 
Supervision—Only Two Failares During 
the Year Ending Oct. 31—Reports of 
Department Chiefs to the Postmaster 
General—Agsistant Secretary Bussey on 
the Adjodication of Pension Claims. 


Wasnineton, D. C., Nov. 2%.—The forth- 
coming report of Mr. Lacey, the Controlier 
of the Currency, covers tne year ended Oct. 
31, 1889. at which time there were in exist- 
ence 3,319 national banks, the largest num- 
ber in operation since the inauguration of 
the system. These associations possess an 
aggregate capital of $620,174,365. The last re- 
ports of condition exhibit their resources and 
liabilities the 80th day of September, 1889. 
The number reporting at that time was 3,290. 
A summary of these reports shows: Capital, 
$612,584,005; surplus, $197,304,761; undivided 
profits, $84,866,869; gross deposits, including 
amounts due banks, $1,950,935,160; loans and 
discounts, $1,805,72¥,739, ali of which items 
show an increase over any previous date. 

The arount of circulation outstanding was 
$208, 662,732, of which $131,383,334 was secured 
by United States bonds, and the remainder, 
$72,279,306, was .represented by deposit of 
lawful money in the Treasury, These banks 
held $194,972,900 in United States bonds (of 
which $146,471,700 were to secure circulating 
notes), $164,326,499 of specie, and $86,752,093 
of legal tender notes, 

Within the year 211 banks were organized, 
having an aggregate capital of $21,240,000. 
These banks deposited with the Treasurer to 
secure circulations $4,378,550 United States 
bonds, upon which were issued $3,812,975 in 
circulating notes. Thirty-six of the new 
banks were organized in Texas—thne largest 
number in eny one State. The State of 
Pennsylvania bas now the largest number of 
associations in operation, Massachusetts 
Jeads in point of capital stock, and New 
York in respect to deposits and volume of 
business. 

SUCCESS OF THE SYSTEM. 

The large number of new banks entering 
the system and their wide distribution is 
an. evidence, the Controller says, that the 
system is adapted to tke various conditions 
existing within the extreme limits of the 
national domain. Within the year forty-one 
banks went into voluntary liquidation, and 
only two failed, leaving the net additions to 
the svstem 168, as against ninetv last year, 
and 123, the annual average increase siace 
the inauguration of the system. 

Notwithstanding this increase, says the 
Controller, the system has not kept pace 
with the needs of the people for increased 
banking facilities. This growing tendency 
to incorporate under the statutes of the sev- 
eral States is not attributable to any change 
in the law affecting either nationalor State 
institutjons, butis charged directly to the 
Tact that no profit results to the 
banks by reason of the deposit 
ot bonds and issue of  circulat- 
ing notes. Itisciaimed, in fact, he says, 
that an actual loss results in many Western 
States and Territories, where the interest is 
highest and banking facilities most ueeded. 
It is deemed certain by the Controller that 
withdrawal of bonds held in excess of ine 
minimum requirements will continue so long. 
as the present conditions exist, and it 1s as- 
serted that legislation is necessary to pre- 
venta contracuon of the volume of national 
bank currency. 

In the opinion of the Controller the laws 
governing natioual ovbanks should be so 
amended as to produce the following modifi- 
cations: 

1. The minimum deposits of bonds to se- 
cure circulation should be fixed at 10 per 
centum of capital in respect to associations 
having a capital of $300,000 or less, and for 
ail banks having a greater capital a mini- 
mum deposit of $30,000 in bonds should be 
required. 

2. Circulation should be issued to the par 
value of the bonds deposited. 

3. Semi-annual duty on circulation should 
be so reduced as to equal one-fourth of 1 per 
cent per annum. ; 

EFFECT OF THE CHANGES. 

It is held that these changes in the law 
would do little more than save the national 
banks from ioss on account of circulation if 
the present premium on United States bonds 
is maintained. Taking as a basis 
of cemputation the capital stock 
as it appears in the summary of reports for 
Sept. 30, 1889, the present minimum of deposit 
of bonds is found to be $95,297,283. If the 
law is amended as proposed the miaimum of 
bond deposit required will be reduced to 
$43,891,551, making possible a withdrawal of 
$5 1.405,702 in bonds, upon which is based 
$46,265,132 in carpet notes. It is 
asserted that this would greatly exceed 
the limit of probable contraction, it 
being fair to presume, says the Controller, 
that the banks now naintaining a deposit in 
excess of legal requirements would not with- 
draw the bonds thus released. Upon a care- 
ful survey of the entire field it is the opinion 
of the Controller that the proposed legisla- 
tion, taken as a whole, would tend to arrest 
the present contraction rather than accel- 
erate it. : 

In submitting this recommendation the 
Controller states that he has been largely in- 
fluenced by the increased accessions to the 
system from Western and Southern 
Suates, and. the evidence daily accuma- 
lating that it is not only adapted 
to the wants of that vast area now in- 
adequately supplied with banking facilities, 
but that its adaptation has become more fully 
appreciated, it being of the greatest impor- 
tance to those regions that the sbundont 
capital of the older States be utilized, and 
through no other agency can this be so ef- 
fectively accomplished. 
f-€he gain accruing to the Government by 
reason of national bank notes lost and unre- 
deemed is estimated ata percentage of not 
more than 1 per cent nor less than one-halt 
of 1 per cent of the totalissue. This is 
based upon the amount now outstand- 
ing of circulation issued to groups 
of banks which have been closed by 
reason of insolvency for ten or more years. 
The Controller says he has avoided the dis- 
cussien of tne various plans which have been 
suggested for substftuting other securities 
for United States bonds as a basis of cir- 
culation, and that he has confined 
himself to the presentation of such 
changes in the law as will be gen- 
erally accepted as practicabie and which will 
be most likely to receive favorable conasidera- 
tion by Congress. Heisof the opinion that 
the consideration of propositions looking to 
the adopuon of untried measures 
would involve a delay fraught 
with danger to the national 
banking system in its present exigency. In 
bis opinion. the adoption of the amendments 
proposed will afford the relief now -neces- 
sary and give an opportunity for proper 
deliberation before adopting more radical 
measures. 


STATE OF THE POSTAL SERVICE. 


Reports of Chiefs of Departments to Post- 
master General Wanamaker. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Nov. 25.—Chief Post- 
Office Inspector E. G. Rathbone in his annual 
report to the Postmaster General states that 
6,560 complaints were made of losses in the 
domestic registered mail. Of this number 
3,998 cases have been investigated, leaving 
2,562 cases in the hands of inspectors. Four- 
teen thousand five hundred and eleven dol- 
lars and seventy-five cents was recovered 
on accouat of losses from mail depredations 
and restored to the owners. 

Charies F. McDonaid, the Superintendent 
of the Money Order Office of the Post-Office 
Department, in his annual report to the Post- 
master-General shows the number of do- 
mestic money orders issued during the year 
to have‘been 10,130,140, which is an increase 
as compared with the previous year of 
170,933. The amount of domestic orders is- 
sued was $115,081,545, a decrease of $4,567,219. 
The number of postal notes issued during 
the year was 6,802,720 as against 6,987,434 for 
the previous year. The amount of 
postal notes issued was $12,082,100, which 
is a decrease for tne’ year of $52,268. The 
fees received from the public for postal 
notes aggregated $204,377, The num- 
ber of international money orders issued 
was $24,427, representing $12,260,510, which 
is an increase for the year of 64,791 in num- 
ber and $986,646 in amount. The number of 
internationai money orders paid was 261,679, 
representing $4,490,728. The fees received 
for international money orders amounted to 
| There remains a net loss of only 
$3,128 op the whole amount of money order 
transactions, so that the money order sys- 
tem was nearly self-sustaining during the 
last fiscal year. 

Juage James N. Tyner, the Assistant At- 
torney General for the Vost-Office Depart- 
ment, in his annual report to the Postmaster 
General recommends a radicul change in the 
law concerning o newspapers and pub-

lications 80 as to all filthy and inde- 
cent publications found in the mails (whether 
published or pretended to be ished ip 
tne interest of science or not) writin tre 
scope of the law. This,in his opinion, bas 
become necessary or the rulings of the 
courts on such publications, under which 
anything not intended to excite lust, or that 
may be construed as not doing so, cannot be 
excluded. The license granted by these 
rulings, it is said, is abused by characteriess 
persons who issue pamphlets of a gross char- 
acter, and send them indiscriminately and 
in immense numbers to young people of both 
sexes, and often to all the inmates of board- 
ing schools for young ladies. 

The annual report of Capt. N. M. Brooks, 
Assistant Superintendent of the Foreign 
Mail Service, Post-Omce Department, shows 
that during tne last fiscal year there were 
dispatched by sea 683,131 pounds of letters 
and postal cards and 3,428,721 pounds of 
other mail matter. This is an increase over 
the previous year’s record of 39,518 pounds 
of letters and postal cards and 405,729 pounds 
of other matter. The estimated number of 
articles contained in the mails exchanged 
with foreign countries, including mails for- 
warded overland to Canada and Mexico, and 
the amount of postage prepaid tnereon are: 
Number of articles sent, 93.015,506; number 
of articles received, 81,882,210; amount of 
postage prepaid, $2,190,995. The aggregate 
cost of the service was $687,542. 

The parceis post service has been extended 
during the year to Mexico, the Hawaiian 
Kingdom, the Leeward Islands, Republic of 
Colembia, and Salvador. 

Attention is calied to tne insufficiency of 
tne mail service between the United States 
and Brazil by means of the steamers sailing 
from this country for Rio de Janeiro direct. 


ADJUDICATION OF PENSION CLAIMS 
Report of Assistant Secretary of the Inte- 
rior Bussey on the Subject. 
Wasuinoton, D. C., Nov. 25.—Cyrus Bus- 
sey, the Assistant Secretary of the Interior, 
has submited to Secretary Noble a report of 
the operations of his office in the adjudica 
tion of pension claims that are appealed from 
the decisions of the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions. The process of invebtigation to 
appeals are subjected, 
says the Assistant Secretary, is distinct 
from the method which is applied to the 
original examination of claims in the Bureau 
of Pensions, and yet the two are related, in- 
asmuch as the adjudication of each appeal is 
based upon the Commissioner’s adverse de- 
cision of the claim, the record and all the ac- 
companying papers being taken from the 
files of the bureau and carefully reviewed. 
This investigation is conducted witno refer- 
ence not only to the facts which the evi- 
dence may establish, but | ly with regard 
to the construction of the lawand to the 
citation of departmental precedents that may 

determine the claimant’s rights. 

A tabulated statement submitted asa part 
of the report shows that at the beginning of 
the last fiscal yearthere were pending 180 
appeais. During the year 3,108 appeals had 
been filed, making a total of 3,288 cases. Of 
this number 1,388 were considered and dis- 
posed of, leaving 1,900 appealed cases pend- 
ing July 1, 1889. ov. 1, 1889, this number 
had been increased to 2,808. Mr. Bussey says: 

Much time has been applied to the examina- 
tion of motions filed by claimants and attorneys 
for the reconsideration of appeals that had been 
adversely adjudicated by my predecessor. In 
many instances these motions have been given 
special attention, even at the expense of tem- 
porary delay in taking up claims filed on original 
appeals from the Bureau of Pensions because 
they related to cases of law, of fact, and of 
practice that seemed to require immediate 
action; and in order not only that justice 
might be done to claimants, but that the 
judgment of the department might be promptiy 
stated with reference to @ large ciass of claims 
that had been unnecessarily rejected. As are- 
sult of this course a number of.important rul- 
ings have been made with a view to broadening 
and liberalizing departmental interpretations of 
the law applicable to numerous meritorious 
claimants whose applications for pension had 
been unjustly denied, partly because of barren 
technicalities and partly by reason of @ narrow 
definition of pensionabie rights. 


BRAZILIAN DELEGATES ARE ALL RIGHT. 


Their Credentials to the Pan-American 
Congress Held to Be Sufficient. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Nov. 25.—Twenty- 
eight delegates were present this afternoon 
when the International-American Confer- 
ence was called to order. Dr. Zegarra of 
Peru presided. The Temporary Secretary, 
Dr. Guzmaa, read the report of the Commit- 
tee on Credentials passing favorably upon 
the credentials of the Brazilian delegates 
and of Mr: Cornelius Bliss. 

Delegate Nin (Uruguay) wished to know 
whether the Brazilian credentials emanated 
from the Imperial or the Kepublican Govera- 
ment. 

Sefior Hurtado (Colombia) moved the pre- 
vious question upon the adoption of the re- 
port, desiring, as he said, to cutoff any in- 
quiry or investigation resvecting what 1s now 
going on in Brazil, as 1t was,in his view, a 
subject not proper to be touched upon. 

Dr. Nin said that he did not feel authorized 
to vote until his inquiry had been answered. 
The question was held to be in order, and 
Sefior Romero of Mexico, Chairman of the 
committee, in response said that the creden- 
tials bad already been read to the confer- 
ence—those signed by the Emperor and the 
cablegram confirming the powers sent by 
the present Government.

American Commercial Union and is also 
from New York. Both the nominations 
were accepted and Dr, Piera took his place. 
Mr. Whitehouse is absent from tne city but 
will.be bere in a few days. 

The conference next resumed the consider- 
ation of the rules, beginning with the eighth 
rule, governing the method of. recognition of 
delegates by the President, and this con- 
sumed the time up to adjournment. 


FATHER DANIEL RYAN’S DISAPPEARANCE. 


Singular Developments in the Case of the 
Missing “Springfield Priest. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
Roman Catholic circles in this city have 
been thrown into great excitement over the 
disappearance of Father Daniel J. Ryan, 
who until a week ago had charge of St. 
Joseph’s Church in North Springfield. One 
thing is definitely settled, and that is the re. 
ports from Peoria to the effect that Father 
Ryan was located at his mother’s at Camp 
Point are untrue, for at the hour it was 
stated in positive terms that he was there 
one of bis parishioners states he met him on 
the streets of St. Louis, and was, together 
with his wife, in Father Ryan’s company for 
over three hours. 

It has developed that there is a division in 
Father Ryan’s congregation. How this was 
caused no one seems to be willing to tell and 
no one wil) state whether this is one reason 
for the disappearance. A strong factional 
fight has been in progress for some months 
and altogether things have not been as pieas- 
ant for tne, priest as he might desire. There 
have been strong hints that there is some- 
thing behind the queer actions of Father 
Ryan that is yet unknown to the public, ana 
the secret, whatever it is, is carefully guard- 
ed. It is possible that Father Ryun’s disap- 
pearance 18 Dut the freak of a crazy ‘man: 
yet, while all admit Father Ryan to have 
worked indefatigably for the welfare of his 
church, no one is ready to believe that it has 
driven him insane. Vicar General Hickey 
and others are prosecuting a vigorous search 
in the matter, and it is probabie that £ome 
definite clew of the missing priest or at 
least as to the cause of his sudden and unex- 
plained disappearance will be found. 


Keoasted Alive in an Oven. 

CANTON, Mass., Nov. 25.—James H. Carney 
died yesterday under peculiar circumstances. 
He was employed in the Kinsley Iron and Ma- 
chine Works, belonging to the day gang.

AN UNJUST SYSTEM. | 
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i see that some single tax 
men are insist 

upon all the work being done by spécial ae 
meat, and in this I think they make a great mis- 
take. Nothing would do more to turn all claims 
against the single tax doctrine than to undertake 
to do this work by special assessment. A special 
assessment bears but a slight resemblance to 
single tax. It contains ali the objectionable 
featuresand none of the good. A single tax 
would be spread upon the land in the basis of ils 
valuation, while a pong assessment pays no re- 
gard to the value of the property assessed. It is 
frequently in the reverse ratio. The Supreme 
Court has pronounced void a special assessment 
that took into account the relative value of the 
properties assessed. The tundamenta! principle 
of a special assCsSMEnt is that some. peculiar or 
special benefit is bestowed upon the property by 
the improvement over and beyond the common 
benefit to other property in the municipality, 
and therefore to the extent of this exceptional 
enhancement the owner should pay. It not in- 
frequently happens that the least viiduable property 
pays the largest ussesement, This can never be 
the case with a general tax properly laid. While 
in theory the raising of money by special assess- 
ment is most equitable, in practice it is often the 
most inequitable, inso much it bag become ex- 
ceedingiy odious. In some instances it 1s little 
short of robbery. 


GENERAL TAX AND BONDS. 

To do the work of constructing the main chan- 
nel by general taxand without borrowing any 
part of the moncy will be too tedious - The total 
valuation ofthe pfoperty in the district is less 
than $200,000,000, but, say, it is that araount; the 
act limits the rate of taxation to one-half of. 1 
per cent. This will give $1,000,000 per vear. Of 
course. no ouf can say how rapidly this valua- 
tion will be increased. but it is not probable that 
the money required to construct the main chan- 
nel, which will be the first work undertaken. can 
be raised in less than, say. twelve years, which 
means & postponement of its completion that 
length of time. The borrowing capacity 
of the district under the limtation 
in the act is $15,000,000, but by 
the Constitution, which must prevail, it is 5 
per cent of the valuation, or, say, $10,000,000. It 
has been generally assumed that the trustees 
would borrowto the extent of the limitation, 
leaving the balance to be raised directly by taxa- 
tion. But they will borrow no mpre in any one 
yeur than will be required to be expended in 
that year and levy a light tax during the first 
three to five years, say but little above the cur- 
rent expenses, interest. and sinking. fund. The 
bonds may be made psyable in su¢h a way as 
that there will be no idle sinking fund, but in- 
stead that money used as collected to retire the 
bonds, as is the case with tbe last) bonds issued 
by Cook County. I have been told by mén well 
informed in such matters that 3 per: cent bonds 
can oe readily marketed. If they ate put out in 
the shape of a popular loan—that is. in such smal! 
denominations that the people can handle them— 
they will be more readily tuken. Sitch a bond 


‘would be useful in many ways well understood 


by business-men.

LITIGATION BETWEEN EX-PARTNERS. 


Collins Files an Answer to the Cross- Rill 
by Kingman. 

The litigation between Charles C. Collins on 
the one hand and Charies H. Kingman and other 
members of the tirm of Gray, Kingman & Collins 
on the other came up before Judge Jamieson 
yesterday on the application of both sides fora 
receiver. Charies C. Collins was represented by 
Thomas Cratty and S. M. Millard ana Kingman 
by Weigley, Bulkley & Gray. lir. Weigiey said 
that both sides, were agreed upon the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, but that Mr, Collins wanted a 
receiver only for acertain part of the assets, 
while Mr. Kingman insisted on a receiver for the 
whole firm. Judge Jamieson suggested that 
Collins continue collecting the outstanding ac- 
counts and report to the receiverto be appoint- 
ed, the latter to have general supervision of the 
assets. Mr. Weigliey would aot consent. 

Mr. Cratty therefore read the bill of Charles 
C. Collins, which was supported by an affidavit 
by Willizm A. Coilins. Mr. Bulkley read the 
answer and cross-bill, Mr. Cratty then proposed 
to read Mr. Collins’ answer to the cross-bili and 
several affidavits, but Mr. Weigey wanted “time 
to read the affidavits and file counter ong. The 
case was therefore continued until today at 2 
o clock. 

The answer of Collins to the cross-bill denies 
that there was 2 net profit to Collins on account 
of the purchase of the assets of Gray, Kingman 
& Collins, and says that Whatever property he 
may have received by the purchase is immaterial, 
because wnen the new firm was orgenized the 
umount of capitel contributed by him was 
agreed upon by wll the members of the firm; 
Luere Was no agreement by Which Kingman and 
W. A. Collins were to receive a credit of #20,000 
on account of capital invested, nur any shure or 
interest in an alleged profit of $140,000. It is al- 
leged that Kingman and W, A. Coilins did not 
contribute any money as capital. The books 
show that the entire capital was contributed by 
Charies C. Collins, 

It denies the allegation that he did not dis- 
churge and pay the habilitées of the oid firm, and 
that Be was to contribute an additional sum of 
&300.000 to the new firm. ‘The business was to be 
continudca only so long as he saw fit to continue 
it. From the time Kiagman took charge of the 
firm’s business it Was au utter taNure atid lost 
money, There was only one year ont of ten that 
the firm made money. Kingmanis alleged to 
huve been indebted to the old firm $21,000 when 
its business was closed, 

Ii is dened by Collins that he ever overesti- 
mated his financial standing and credu. The 
firm always hud ample credit, he says, ana has 
yet, ana he is willing to take care of any indebt- 
edness against it. The allegation that the bank 
became distrustful of Collins, and that therefore 
the firm decided to go out of business, was 
wholly without foundation. It is denied that 
Collins has changed the bank account of the 
firm or that he arew %66,850 for bis own use, 
and mapy of the other charges in the cross-bili 
are denied. 

The affidavits filed were those of Henry F. 
Eames, President of the Commercial National 
Bank: William A. Hammond, cashier of the 
Lilinois National bank; Charies N. Holden. and 
William A. Collins. Messrs. Eames and Ham- 
mond say that the firm’s credit has been good 
and they are ahxious to do its business. As to 
Charles C, Collins. bis credit is also good.

“TARIFF FOR REVENUE ONLY” IS FREE 
, TRADE. 


Those Democrats who dislike calling them- 
selves free-traders say that they are “tariff 
for revenue only’? men. Several Vemocratic 
national conventions have deciared for such 
a tariff for revenue only. 

What is a “tariff for revenue only’? 
Where is there one? Great Britain has one 
and has had it for forty years. It is a tariff 
which carefully avoids taxing any import 
produced at home. It is therefore a free- 
trade tariff as distinguished from a protec- 
tion one, which taxes every import which is 
produced at home. Consequently for this 
country to adopt a “tariff for revenue only ”’ 
would be for it to remove the duties from 
about all the articles on which they are 
now imposed and put them on all articles 
which are now free. In other words, this “*tar- 
iff for revenue only,’’ which some Democrats 
say they favoras distinguished from ‘‘radi- 
cal free trade,”’ is itself radical free trade and 
nothing else, for it means an absolute radical 
change of policy on the part of this Govern- 
ment. 

If those Democrats had their way, how 
would the Government raise its revenues! 
By imposing duties after the British fashion 
on luxuries, articles not produced in the 
country, and materials which were not 
worked over by manufacturers for purnoses 
of export. It would have to lay duties on 
tea, coffee, and cocoa, now free, and to in- 
crease or retain the tax on sugar—for while 
the Louisiana planters would be protected 
their output is so small—but a twelfth of the 
total consumption—that the  free-traders 
would agree, for the sake of the 11-12ths of 
pure revenue, to let the other and protection 
twelfth stand. The present duties on liquors, 
tobacco, and tropical fruits might perhaps be 
increased, while those on articles meart for 
the use of the wealthy and not produced 
here, such as costly laces, velvets and satins, 
and diamonds, might be increased. The in- 
come that could be raised by a “tariff for 
revenue only ’’ would be about this sum:

As this will not be enough to meet the ex- 
penses of the Government it will be neces- 
sary to restore the tobacco taxés to the old 
figure and increase the whisky. tax $1 a 
gallon, so as to get from these two sources 
$25,000,000 more than they now yield.

THE CAUSE OF THE MORMON EVIL. 

The testimony taken in the cases now 
pending at Salt Lake City to prevent alien 
Mormons from being uralized, upon the 
ground that they Gre disloyal to the Federal 
Government, has thrown. strong light upon 
the inner workings of the Mormon system. 
Disloyalty bas not only been sufficiently 
proved, but above and beyond this it has 
been developed that one of the most deeply- 
rooted foundations of that system? rests upon 
the advocacy and defense o1 polygamy by 
the Mormon women. | 

This view of the case is in line with the 
sentiments contained in an extraordinary 
letter written by Susa Young Gates, one of 
the daughters of Brighani Young, the ex- 
chief of Mormonis printed in Taz 
TRIBUNE not long ce. The letter was a 
remarkable one afid its sentiments will bear 
recalling, as it is the first time that a Mor- 
mon woman, high in position and qualified 
to speak correctly of Mormon. female 
ideas, has given us a giimpse of 
the real sentiments of ber) sex in Utah. 
Her defense of polygamy is'based upon the 
claim that Utah women like it; that its re- 
sult is happiness to them, care and support 
for them, as well as tne outcome of religious 
duty; that love is as strong and passionate in 
the plural as in the singular condition; and 
in fine that polygamy is the logical and only 
perfect operation of natural laws. 

This is the tirst time that an intelligent 
Mormon woman has borne testimony to the 
female advocacf of polygamy—one who 
knows whereof she speaks, who is acquaint- 
ed with the ideas, sentiments, and motives 
of Mormon women, and who thus can tell 
the truth from the Mormon woman’s stand- 
point. It is a lifting of the curtain that gives 
us a clearer view of the most powerful sup- 
port of the principal Mormon doctrine and of 
the leading factor that enabies it to exist in 
spite of law and outside public support. If 


| the thousands of Mormon women had been 


ostile to polygamy it could not have flour- 
ished as it has, nor even existed. It would 
have been abandoned long ago, but 
the records fail to show apy Mormon 
woman who has sought a divorce in the 
territorial courte or who has prosecuted 
her husband for bigamy. If they do it is ex- 
ceptional. The Mormon men themselves 
were so confident of the fealty of their 


women, whether singles, plurals, or frac- | 


tions, that they did not hesitate to give them 
the suffrage.

The thing 
for the railroad officials to dois to get rid of 
the parasites and then divide with the pub- 
lic the amount heretofore paid as comms- 
sions or thrown off from the regular rates 
for the benefit of scaipers. 

lt seems strange the railroads have .not 
before this availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity afforded by the Inter-State act to rid 
themselves of the scalpers. These worthies 
are orly parasites or pests as far as the rail- 
roads are concerned, and woula have been sup- 
pressed long ago but for the power of boodle 
and corruption over certain railroac officials. 
Of course, when one road sells through the 
scalpers another may feel forced to meet 
this kind of competition, and may thus favor 
Scalpers, against its better judgment and de- 
sire, but 1t is Revertheless true that individ- 
val corruption must be at work somewhere 
or else the roads would all regard the scalp- 
ers asacommonenemy. Noother explana- 
tion will show why railroad officials connive 
with scalpers to divert into the pockets of 
the latter money which should go into the 
corporate treasury if collected at all, but 
which ought rather to be remitted in favor 
of the public, as could be done without loss 
if rates were fairly e qualized. 


GRAIN GRADING AND GAMBLING. 

The officers of the Illinois Grain Merchants’ 
Association exposed themselves to the charge 
of inconsistency and unfairness in their plea 
made last Friday before the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission. They stated in 
effect that their purpose was to show that 
the application of the standard for the in- 
spection of grain ia Chicago is higher than 
that of the consumptive markets of this coun- 
try and of the world. They then proceeded 
to allege that the Board of Trade is a nest of 


. gamblers, and that it “* has nearly ruined the 


agricultura) interests of all Christendom.” 
To all of this it may be replied that neither 
the grain gumbiers on ’Change nor those 
members of the board who may be con- 
ceded by the complainants to confine their 
attention to “legitimate business’”’ have any 
more to do with the inspection rules or their 
interpretation than has any other citizen of 
the State. The department and its workings 
are governed by Commissioners who are 
neither appointed by the bé@ard nor subject to 
its dictum. The only wofd in the matter 
permitted toa member of that organization 
is to appeai from the ruling of the inspector 
in cases where he feels aggrieved, and such 
complaint is necessarily made to a committee 
that is appointed at.Soringfield, not in this 
city. It was. stated that “old grain- 
men and farmers think they are as 
good judges of grain as the average 
inspector, and this state of things is 
breeding ill-will against Chicagoal! around.” 
If this be true it simply shows that the mem- 
bers of the board, and the city in which they 
transact business, are being made. scape- 
goats for the sins of others, and men suf- 
heently intelligent to act as representatives 
of the association referred to ought to be 
wise enough to recognize the fact. They 
should also be able to see’ the unfairness of 
charging the Board of Trade with the griev- 
ance above noted as well as with the abstrac- 
taon of three bushels from each car-load of 
grain.which they say is done by the elevators. 


and to recoup himself must cut the wages of 
labor. 

There are, however, some cases where 
the enlargement of the free list mightin good 
part make good what was taken from the 
manufacturers in the way of protection on 
their finished articles. One of these is wool, 
on which there are duties varying from 2¢ 
to 5 cents a pound on the coarse carpet wools, 


and 1010 20 cents on the finer kinds. The 


value of the domestic wool used in the census 
year was a hundred million dollars. This is 
one of the articles which the Herald calls 
‘raw material.” It represents, however, to 
the extent of 67 per cent at least the labor of 
the wool-grower. The remaiming 38 per 
eent may be set down as the reward of his 
capital invested in his farm or ranch. 

If the wool-gtowers of 1880 had been called 
on to take for their clip 33 per cent less or 38 
millions less than they actually received tor 
it, while admitting that it might be a good 
thing for the manufacturers, and also for 
the consumers of woolen goods, the wool- 
growers might deny that it was equally good 
for themselves. That they strenuously op- 
pose placing wool on the free list 1s evidenced 
by their persistent “kick” at any reduction 
of the duty. Tue Tribune is inclined to 
believe that the sacrifice of the wool duties 
would be a good thing for the great army of 
consumers, but the farmers, judgimg by the 
vote last fall, are not yet ready to be sacri- 
ficea. 

Anothér material which is sometimes 
called a “raw” one, though it is not strict 
ly so, is pig-iron. If i1t were put on the free 
list the men who use pig-iron in any of 
their manufactures would, according to Mr. 
Cieveland’s contention, get it $6.72 a ton 
cheaper than at present, such being the duty. 
If the manufacturer of American pig is to 
compete with his European rival he must cut 
behind him. He must get cheaper ore, lime- 
stone, coal, transportation, and wages of 
minera, 

There were nine million tons of coal used 
in 1880 in the iron business alone. How much 
would the labor in that coal be pinched? To 
take the duty off of pig might be a good 
thing for the consumers, even though a great 
Americano industry were sacrificed, but it 
would call for a serious amount of wage- 
cutting and would make as much ofarow 
among workmen as putting wool on the free 
list would among the kicking farmers. 

In a word, what the Herald calls “raw ma- 
teriai’’ is mainly labor and cannot be cutdown 
without falling foul of.the reward of hard 
work, and if all tne raw articles used by the 
‘manufacturers were put on the free list— 
where many of them now are—it would not 
help them out of a hole unless they also got 
their labor at the same wages of the English 
manufacturer. No matter how the question 
18 stated or argued it always comes out there. 
We can have English prices of goods only’ by 
paying English prices for labor and ma- 
terials. Whenever our workmen are ready 
for that they can get Congress to enact a 
“ tariff for revenue only,”’ which in practice 
means free trade.

LIGHT FROM THE DARK CONTINENT. 

The mission of Stanley and the mystery of 
Emin Pasha begin at last to resolve them- 
selves with something like clearness in the 
latest batch of letters received from the two 
explorers. Much yet remains to be uncovered 
before all the missing links in this romance 
of the Dark Continent are supplied, for Stan- 
ley’s letters are not marvels of continuity or 
lucidity, amd added to their lack of detail 
and want of clear statement the telegraph 
evidently plays sad havoc with their mean- 
ing. When the whole story is coolly and 
calmly told, however, it will bean extrordi- 
nary narrative of personal courage and en- 
durance, and gives promise of adding greatly 
toour knowledge of the geography, the peo- 
pie, and the marvels of that great unknown 
equatorial region now left blank upon the 
maps. . 

The most valuable feature of these leiters is 
contained in tie light they throw upon tne ad- 
ventures of Emin Pasha during the last year 
and the present. It is evident that Stanley 
received the first detinite news from Emin 
Pasha on the Albert Nyanza in January last, 
where he found letters written in the pre- 
vious November from Dr. Jephson convey- 
ing intelligence of their whereabouts. The 
6th of the ensuing February Emin Bey and 
Jephson appear to have made a union with 
Stanley, and for the first time we begin to 
get something lixe an intelligent account of 
their experiences, though it ie~still diffi- 
cult to understand gil the influences 
which actuated Emin Pasha or, the motives 
which dictated his policy, unless we concede 
in plain lapguage that the eminent German 
doctor, after years of successful control of 
the people and equally successful admunistra- 
tion of the province, graduaily lost his grip 
and gave way to the pressure of circum- 
stances which a stronger nature would have 
mastered. 

This point is illustrated in the inception of 
the revolt against his authority. It broke 
out Aug. 18, 1888. At the outset it -was con: 
fined toa few officers and clerks at the sta- 


tion. The army took no part in it and a few * 


vigorous blows might have squelched it, put 
Emin Pasha allowed itto gain headway. 
Some came in through inclinatuon and others 
were forced in. Then the conspirators set 
cunning stories afloat to the effect that Stan- 
ley was an adventurer, that he had not been 
in Egypt at all, that his letters from the 
Khedive were forgeries, that it was untrue 
Khartoum had falien, and that Stanley and 
Emin Pasha were engaged in-a plot to seize 
the people and sell them into slavery. These 
stories were carried all over the province and 
soon it was in the active ferment of revolu- 
tion. Emin Bey was deposed. His army 
joined the revolt. He and Jephson -were 
made prisoners’ and taken’ to Ragab. 
It is possible they mignt have fallen 
victims to the fanaticism of the 
people had not a fresh danger arisen 
and averted their attention, for while mat- 
ters were in this condition therdé was a sud- 
den descent of Mahdists from Khartoum 
upon the station at Lado, resuiting in its 
capture. Messengers were sent to Emin 
Pasha demanding the surrender of the whole 
province, the Mahdists being ignorant of his 
sudden loss of power. The people impris- 
oned the messengers and then declared war 
against the Mahdists, and finally subjugated 
them after many severe encounters. It was 
in Zhe midst of these affrays that Emin 
Pasha and Jephson managed t@ make gooa 
their escape and effect a junction with Stan- 
ley. It is manifest, however, that the troops 
were well disposed toward théir old vom- 
mander, for they would allow no violence to 
be done to him. If under these circum.

The disclosures made by the “ prophet’s” 
daughter and the line of argument she 
makes in defense of polygamy present the 
question in a somewhat new light ana indi- 
cate the real difficulties which stand in the 
way of its extirpation. By her confession 
the Mormon women are only following the 
instincts of their nature in cleaving to the 
plural wife system, and it must be remem- 
bed that it is not the human nature of Turks 
or Arabs, born and raised in polygamy, but 
of the monogamous nature of American, 
English, Scandinavian, German, and Scotch— 
of nearly all European nationalities indeed 
except the Irish, who are kept away from 
the espousal of the doctrine by the ban of 
their church. | , 

If the law in this country permitted 
polygamy who shall say how many men, with 
or without the firet wife’s consent, would 
hesitate to take other wives, or how many 
women would agree to share a fractional in- 
terest in one husband’s affections? How, 
then, is the problem to be solved when 
women themselves support and defend the 
practice upon the ground of social economy, 
of natural emotions and passions, and for 
family reasons? What is to be done with 
Mormonism? Its adherents can hardly be 
banished from the country. They must not 
be killed. They may be imprisoned, but the 
penitentiary, to which they go willingly, 
does not destroy the unlawful practice. 
What, then, is the remedy that will extir- 
pate the evil, which has lasted ana strength- 
ened and spread for haif a century? 


RAILROAD OFFICIALS AND THE SCALPERS 

A meeting of the Presidents of. the trunk 
lines will be held in New York Dec. 3 to take 
action on the proposition to abolish the pay- 
ment of commissions on tickets sold and 
sever other relations with outside agents or 
scalpers. Thisis what the railroads should 
have done immediately after the adoption of 
the Inter-State act, as Tuz Trisune then 
urged themto do. It can congratulate the 
trunk line officials now, however, on making 
progress and sdvises them not to delay ac- 
tion against the scalpers any longer. The 
selling of tickets to scalpers at less rates 
than are charged’the general public is a vio- 
lation of the spirit if not the letter of the 
law, since the purpose of the transaction is 
to bring about just such inequalities of 
charges as the Inter-State act ainis.to pro- 
hibit. The fact that scalpers offer cut rates 
is accepted by the publicas proof that with 
the aid and connivance of railroad officials 
they have found a way to violate the law 
with impunity. The railroads cannot afford 
to be so advertised to the people by the 
scalpers, however indifferent the latter may 
be. 

if the railroads persist in the practice of 
paying commissions and selling tickets at 
one rate to scaipers and at another to the 
general public they will have to face before 
long the question whether by their own act 
they have not preved tne lower charges to be 
fairly remunerative and should not there- 
alter be competled to make them the max- 
imum. Travelers who pay for their uckets 


the wind operators run their business under 
its true colors. This is well enough on its 
face, But so long as the farmer wants to sell 
his grain faster than it is wanted for con- 
sumption the property must be taken care of 
by somebody. The complainers would not 
buy so much at country stations as they now 
do during the winter months if they were 
not able to senda in orders to the city to sell 
the same on its arrival there later in the 
crop year. The buying against these orders 
is done by the alleged gamblers. They may, 
and probably do, buy and sell a great deal 
more ‘‘ wind”’ than is really necessary to the 
conduct of the cash part of the business, but 
if they were set on one side others must take 
their places to some extent, or the methods 
by which the grain-grower disposes of his 
surplus must undergo a change that would 
be little short of ad revolution. And it seems 
probable that such change would involve 
the payment of mure in the shape of interest 
and insurance on increased risk than is now 
abstracted in the shape of speculative mar- 
gin, little of which comes out of the farmer 
himself unless hé turn gambler and specu- 
ulate in the way which his representatives 
affect to deplore. 


TAKING THE DUTY OFF RAW MATERIALS; 

The Herald says the American mapufact- 
urers could sell their products at the free- 
trade English priceif they could get their 
“raw materials’’ at the same reduced rate. 
Still ignorant of its frightful arithmetical 
blunder of Sunday, which would disgrace a 
school boy, it renews its statement that the 
materials used by the manufacturers during 
the census years—which it incorrectly speaks 
of as “raw materials’’ while but a small 
part of them are such—would be worth at 
the free trade price but 1,797 millions, leav- 
ing them a gross profit of nine hundred miilli- 
ions, while, asa matter of fact, they would 
have to pay for those materials, less 47 per 
cent duty, about $2,306,000,000, leaving them 
but a gross profit of $400,000,000. 

The sophism of the Herald is quickly dis- 
posed of. It wishes the reader to infer that 
all the materials used py the manufacturer 
were raw materials, that all of them are now 
taxed, and that removal of the tariff would 
enabie him to get them 47 per cent cheaper 
than he now does. The Heraid wants to make 
its readers believe that everything the man- 
ufacturer uses is taxed about 47 per cent and 
that nothing is imported free of duty, while 
the truth is a full third of ali the imports are 
duty free. (See American Almanac for 
1889.) 

" Supposing the silk manufacturer is de- 
prived of the 50 per cent protection he has. 
Insomuch as raw silk is already admitted 
free, how is he to make good his loss except 
by mercilessly cutting down the wages of 
his men? He already gets his raw material 
as cheap as his foreign competitor. When 
the 50 per cent duty is taken off manufact- 
ured silks how is he to continue competing 
with France unless he has labor substantially 
as cheap as his rival? 

How will it be with the cotton manufact- 
urer! Raw cotton is already on the free list. 
How is he to get it cheaper after he has lost 
the protection he enjoys, which while not ali 
of it necessary on the unbleached and com- 
moner fabrics, is so on the costlier ones into 
the value of which skilled labor enters more 
and automatic machinery iess? Will the 
American cotton-grower voluntarily charge 
40 per cent less for cotton when free trade is 
prociaimed? 

. Hides are already on the free list, and sey- 
enteen million dollars’ worth of them were 
imported last year. That particular “raw 
material” cannot be cheapened to the boot 
and shoe manufacturer Oy virtue of any tar- 
iff changes. He loses what protection he has, 
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Thisisa decidedly small proportion of the 
number of votes to be cast, but it represents the 
tull strength that any four of the five candidates 
are willing to concede to their competitor. Any 
one of them will of course promptly credit any of 
the others with more votes than the table shows, 
but there are few delegations, outside of those 
named, as to the vote of which more than two of 
the would-be Speakers are agreed. McKinley's 
friends, for example, claim that they will divide 
the California delegation with Reed, each taking 
two, while Cannon’s adherents say they will di- 
vide equally with Reed.

ENFORCING MISSOURI’S ANTI-TRUST LAW. 


Many Corporations Now Without Charters 
—EKigin Watches All ght. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Nov. 25.—[Special. |—The 
Secretary of State returned to Jefferson City 
today, anc before going said that the prose- 
cutions for violations of the Anti-Trust law 
were now in the hands of the prose- 
cuting attorney. “In regard to the lead, 
sugar, linseed, and other alleged trusts, I 
have only to say that these corporations filed 
affidavits that they are not connected with 
trusts, pools, etc., and consequently I have 
no authority to go behind their affidavits in 
the absence of proof that they are not cor- 
rect. The home corporations refusing to 
comply with the law are now without 
charters. Their contracts are void and they 
cannot enforce the collection of debts. 
Foreign corporations which have violated 
the law, or rather refused to make affidavit 
of their non-connection with trusts, must 


receive thirty days’ notice before proceed- 


ings can be instituted in the courts. This 


'_Motice has been served, and at the proper 
_ time the law will be invoked,” 


‘The St. Louis Stamping company is among 
the list.of companies whose Charters are for- 
feited. This compacy is the niammoth estab- 
lishment of Niedringhaus Bros., of which 
Congressman Niedringhaus is the head, and 
will assume the burden of resisting the law. 

In refusing to make the required affidavit, 
the attorneys of the stamping com- 
pany nave notified the Secretary that it 
is operating under patents granted by the 
United States; that some of its stockhold- 
ers are living in other States; and that 
the Missouri law contemplates an abrogation 
of the inter-State commerce rights granted 


| by the Constitution of the United States.

Johnson's Forees Desert Him, and the 
First Ballot at the Night Session Set- 
tles the Matter—A Sketch of the Suc- 
cessful Candidate—Rival Legislatures 
Still in Session in Montana, but Doiog 
Nothing— Working for a Compromise— 
General Political News. 

BisMakcK, N, D., Nov. 25.—[Special.)/—At 
last the deadiock in the elecwon of United 
Lyman R. Casey 
of Jamestown was tenight elected on the 
first ballot. It was evident from the begin- 
ning of the roll call that he was gaining ata 
rate that woula elect him. At the comple- 
tion of the roli call he had forty-two votes, 
while Johnson had thirty-two. Before the 
vote was announced Judson Lamoure 
changed his yote from Sprague to Casey. 
This, together with the fact that Walsh 
withdrew in Casey’s favor, started the stam- 
pedein favurof Casey, and when the vote 
was announced he had fifty-three, Johnson 
helding twenty-six. 

Before the changing commenced Johnson 
had thirty-two votes, the other votes being 
scattered to Walsh, McCumber, and Maratta. 
Casey was escorted to tne hali, and as he ap- 
peared the entire assemblage rose and 
cheered. His speech of acceptance was neat 
and to the point, and his remarks aaded 
largely to his list of friends. He pleaged 
fidelity to the agricultural interests of the 
State, and promised to put forth his en- 
deavors to prove worthy of the great honor 
conferred. He has not been a politician,and he 
goes to the United States Senate never hav- 
Hundreds of his 
friends now in the city are wild with delight, 
and an informal banquet was tendered him 
at the Sheridan House tonight. 

Senator Casey is a brother of T. B. Casey, 
the Minneapolis banker, and has a high 
standing in the State. Senators Pierce and 
Casey will start for Washington within a 


week. 
AFTERNOON PROCEEDINGS. 


On the first ballot this afternoon the op- 


ee ng of Johnson were of tne opinion that 
e was on the run and that he could not re- 
unite his forces. He received only twenty- 
eight votes, or fourteen lessthan he was 
given Saturday. 

The other candidates ran as follows: Casey, 
18; Ordway, 7; Walsh, 4; McCumber, 5; 
Sprague, 6; Laméure, 9; Plummer, 1. The 
Democrats ieft D. W. Maratta and cast their 
thirteen votes for W.N. Roach, their late 
candidate for Governor, a nuniber of Repub- 
licans baving assured them that they would 
vote for Roach provided the Republicans did 
not agree. 

The second ballot was as follows: John- 
son, 20; Casey, 18; Urdway, 6; Walsh, 8; 
McCumber, 6; Sprague, 6; Lamoure, 7; 
Plummer, 1; Roach, 13. ‘ 

On the third ballot there was a general 
breaking up of the Democratic forces, 
their votes 
Republican candidates. This was a 
surprise, especially as several of 
the Democrats voted for Johnson, the man 
who insulted Senator Reagan when he was 
here before the constitutional convention. 
Their votes went to Jobtnson, Lamoure, 
Casey, and Walsh, and the ballot was: John- 
son, 33; Casey, 20; Ordway.

The fourth and iast ballot showed still 
greater gains for Johnson and Casey, the 
vote standing: Johnson, 35; Casey, 26; Ord- 
way.

N. E. Nelson of Pembina County, 2. Then 
the joint session adjourned until 7 p. m.

He married a Miss Platt of Baltimore, and has 

three children, a daughter in school at Detroit, 

a son on the farm at Melivilie. and one with 

Platt & Co., Baltimore. In 188 he came to 

Dakota in charge of the interests of the Car- 

rington & Casey Land company. making his 

headquarters’ at Jamestown, where he has 
since resided. Senator Casey is a Farmers’ 

Alliance man. and is Chairman of the Farmers’ 

Alliance Irrigation Committee. 


‘NOTHING NEW IN MONTANA, 


The Rival Houses Perfect Their Organiza- 
tion and Do Nothing Else. 
HELENA, Mont., Nov. 25.—[Special. |—There 


is no change in the political situation. Both 
Houses met today, but did nothing 
further than to perfect their organ- 
izations. A com mittee from the 


Republican House waited upon Gov. Toole 
and informed him that they were organized 
and ready for business. The Governor in- 
formed the committee that he had designated 
the court-house as the place for the Legis- 
lature to meet and would not recognize a 
body holding meetings elsewhere. 

A committee from the Democratic House 
waited upon Secretary of State Rotwitt and 
demanded supplies of stationery, etc., and 
were informed by that official that there was 
no law which required him to furnish sup- 
plies. and consequently he would not do so. 

The Republican members of the Senate 
continue to meet and adjourn, the Demo- 
cratic members absenting themselves, which 
leayes the body without a quorum. The 
Democratic Representatives held a caucus to- 
day, but could agree upon no candidates for 
Unitea States Senators. The majurity are 
in favor of Maj. Martin Maginnis and W. A 
Clark, but there are just enough Senators 
and members of the House who want ex- 
Gov. Hauser to prevent their election. 

Thomas C. Power announces himself today 
as squarely in the race for Senator, and says 
he will be elected by the Republicans. L. A. 
Hershfield says nothing, but propvably has 
the lead for the Senatorship on his side. 

A numberof leading Senators and Repre- 
sentatives of both parties held a caucus today 
to see if some compromise could not be 
reached. The proposition to have the Su- 
preme Court order a recount of the votes was 
considered, but no action was taken. It is 
not probable that there are enotgh conserva- 
tive embers on either side to effect a com- 
promise. If there is no organization of 
the Senate ang the ninety davs allowed for 
the session expires there can be no cliassifi- 
cation of Senators as the Constitution pro- 
vides, and when the day of election comes 
around it will be impossible to say whose 
terms have expired.

BOATS DELAYED 
They Are Caught at ® Time When Every 
Hour Counta—The Police Called Out. 

The coal-shovelers and coal-hoisters engaged 
in unloading the boats now in port struck at 11 
o'clock yesterday. At 1 o'clock they returned to 
work, only to quit again at4o’clock. The strike 
placed several steamers in a tight place, as it 
had been intended to take out their coal as rap- 
idly as possible, send them to the elevators for 
grain, and get them away by the middle of the 
week. Every hour had become &n important 
item in getting them back to Buffalo before the 
expiration of season insurance, Nov. 30. With 
20 per cent additional of their season's premi- 
ums for five days or fraction thereof after Nov. 
30, the stnke at once assumed a most serious 
vhase to vesselmen, although not particularly 
important. to the coal companies with the sea- 
s0N SO near an end. 

The cause of the trouble was that the coal- 
hoisters have recently formed a union, Dut at a 
number of yards the men would not join. Some 
companies, like the Pennsylvania, employ their 
hoisters by the season and had kept the same 
men for many years. This class had no desire to 
go into a union, witb its exacting conditions and 
heavy dues. All peaceable inducements failed 
to cause them to come into the new organiza- 
tion, and the Coal-Hoisters’ Union seemed likely 
to remain a smal! affair without sufficient funds 
to support even a walking delegate in any kind 
of style, 

At this critical juncture an alliance offensive 
afid defensive was formed between the new 
union and the coal shovelers. The latter have a 
strong organization and are always ready for a 
round with anything in sight. They charge $50 
to take in new members and are exceedingly 
careful not to take in too many at any price. 
One peculiar section of their union's by-laws is 
that any member not parading on St. Patrick's 
Day shall be finea #. After the two unions 
joined hands the next thing was for all hands to 
go on strike until the coal companies had com- 
pelled their hoisters to go into the union. 

The strike was entered upon without warning. 
For a time the coal companies did not know the 
cause, and when they learned it they did not 
worry much. The boats yet due here can wait 


an indefinite period before being unloaded with- | 


out loss. Only those which it is intended to send 
back with grain are caught ina pinch. Some 200 
men are out, 

If an effort is made today to put on non-union 
gangs to unload the boats for which there is the 
most hurry serious trouble is likely to follow. 
The second strike came so late yesterday after- 
noon that there was no time to make arrange- 
ments for new men beiore the close of business 
for the day. 

In the afternoon a quarrel between the shovel- 
ers and non-union hoisters in the yard of the 
Lehigh and Franklin Coal company on North 
Halsted street assumed such proportions that a 
detachment of police from the Rawson Street 
Station was sent there to quell the disturbance. 


A Victory for the Seamen's Union. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov, 25.—([Special.]—The 
Seamen's Union scored a victory today over the 
Cleveland Vessel Owners’ Association. Two 
months ago four sailors who had shipped on the 
schooner 8. L. Watson at Sangusky for the round 
trip at $1.25 were induced by union men to leave 
the vegsei here under &@ promise of a berth at the 
going union wages of #2.25. The Captain of the 
Watson had the four men arrested on a charge 
of desertion, ana they bave since been in jail. 
The Cieveland Vessel Owners’ Association had 
enguged counsel to assist in the prosecution, in- 
tending to make a test case, while the Seamen’s 
Union employed counsel to defend them. 

Today the case was called in the United Stats 
Court, and the sailors were discharged. The men, 
backed by the union, will now bring action 
against the Cleveland Vessel Owners’ Associa- 
thon to recover their wages for the two months 
they were in jail, and if necessary the schooner 
will be libeled. 


Preparing for’ Next Year’s Business. 

Shippers bid 22 cents freely on corn to Buffalo 
yesterday, but vesselmen held for the even 3 
cents and would not accept less. So far as 
known not acharter was made. It is the gen- 
eral impression that boats cannot afford to make 
the down trip for less than 3 cents, and if it 
cannot be obtained the best thing that can be 
done is to put them into quarters here at once. 
At Duluth the rate on wheat to Buffalo was 
steady at 3% cents, 

CLEVELAND, O.. Nov. 2%.—Lake freights for 
this year are almost lost sightof in the discus- 
sion of contracts for next season. Efforts are 
made to keep names of boats and other details 
out of sight, but it is known that further engage- 
ments have been made today for transporting 
ore from Escanaba next season at $1.05, ana 
from Ashland and Two Harbors at $1.35. Itis 
also stated that a number of boats were placed 
today on contracts for ore from Marquette 
at $1.25. A good many owners are, however, 
hoiding for more money than the above rates. 
Some will not place their boats at less than $1.10 
from Escanaba, and they are wanting $1.50 from 
Ashland, or even that money from Marquette in 
some cases. It seems probable that the bulk of 
the ore contracts for next year will be closed 
within a short time.

TO BE ACQUIRED BY VANDERBILTS. 


An Important Cireuiar to New York, On- 
tario & Western Stockholders. 

New York, Nov. 25.—[Special.]|—A_ circu- 
lar has been sent out to the stockholders of 
the New York, Ontario & Western railway 
asking them to forward their proxies for the 
annual meeting the third Wednesday in 
January to Cornelius Vanderbilt, in 
order that he may elect a Board of Directors 
who will manage the road in harmony with 
the New York Central. The news of this 
move, which, if it shouid lead to the 
acquisition of the Ontario & Western by the 
Vanderbilts, will have most important effects 
upon their properties, struck Wall street in 
many different guises. Reports came from 
London that Ontario stock was strong there 
upon the rumor that the road had already 
passed into the control of the Grand Centra! 
Station people. The announcement was 


looked upon here as premature, no 
one believing that any large num- 
ber of proxies had ~* been called 


out by the circular. It was impossibie to 
find bow strong @ support there 1s to the 
proposition that the Vanderbilts shall man- 
age the road. There has been considerable 
movement lately in Ontario & Western 
stock, which some attribute to buying by the 
Vanderbilts. It is not lhkely that there is 
enough of the stock floating about to enabie 
any one to quickly secure control by pur- 
chase, but biocks might have been bought to 
reinforce such batches of proxies, if any, as 
may be called out by the circular. 

One of the features of the Ontario & West- 
ern that might make it valuable to the New 
Central is its pew coal road to Scranton, 
whieh will be completed next May, and 
which would open up big fields to the Van- 
derbilts. Connections might be effected 
which by using the Ontario tracks in con- 
nection with those of the West Shore would 
make a shorter route to Buffaio than eithe® 
of those which the Vanderbilts have at pres- 
ent. 
The reports that the Vanderbilts will be 
represented in the Canadian Pacific directory 
are also considered significant. The Cana- 
dian Pacific now has a traffic arrangement 
with the Ontario & Western and the Kome, 
Watertown & Ogdensburg. Through trains 
are now made vp at Weehawken, which go 
over the Ontario & Western to Oswego end 
thence over the Rome, Watertown & Og- 
densburg to Niagara, where connection 


is made with the Canadian Pa- 
cific. The Ontario & Western crosses 
the West Shore road at Oneida 


Castie, and the New York Centrai at Oneida, 
about thirty miles east of Syracuse. Usder 
the prospective arrangement trains could be 
run over the. Central or West Shore tracks 
directly to Buffalo, making a shorter route 
to Buffalo from New York than any now in 
existence. The Central and West Shore 
roads could thus get a iarge benefit from the 
Ontario & estern through  traftic 
over 180 miles of track from Oneida 
to Buffalo. No doubt is expressed 
that the Canadian Pacific woulda be more than 
satisfied with an arrangement which would 
avoid the roundabout route over the Rome, 
Watertown & pa dae es by way of Os- 
wego. lt would place the Canadian Pacitic 
in direct communication with New York and 
would cause a portion of the Canadian tral- 
fic which reaches New York over New En- 
gland roads to go by the wayof the New 
York Central and the West Shore.

It is stated tonight that the directors of the 
Denver & Rio Grande railroad held a meet- 
ing here today at which a most important de- 
cision was made affecting transcontinental 
traffic. It was voted, it is said, to make a 
standard gauge of their road-from Cafion 
City to Grand Junction, to which point the 
Rio Grange Western is about completed to a 
connection with -the Denver & Rio Grande 
system. This movement will give tne Mis- 
souri Pacjfic and the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy roads a direct route over less grades 
and shorter distance than any other route to 
San Francisco.

An Amicable Settlement of the Central 

Trust-Burton Suit—Held for Murder. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Noy. 25.—[Special.|— 
The suit of the Central Trust Company 
against John E. Burton was settled by an 
amicable arrangement today. Burton with- 
drew his plea of usury on condition that the 
trust company forfeit all accrued interest, 
and judgment was accordingly rendered

company’s original claim, $330,000 being the 
amount of the principal of the mortgage, T.

The amount of the 
loan made to Burton by the trust company 
was $300,000, but the notes were made out for

tion. Ont of it grew a suit of the 
Central Trust Company against Edwin Ab- 
hot and Howard Morris as trustees of the 
Wisconsin Central Kailway company regard- 
ing a certain contract reiating to the right of 
way of the old Chicago, Lake Geneva 
& Pacific Railway, whiecb contract formed a 
part of Burton’s assets and was sold by order 
of the court to CU. C. Carter. This matter 
has also been settlea, and the Wisconsin 
Central now bas undisputed control or the 
Chicago, Lake Geneva & Pacific right of way, 
having acquired ine interests of Carter, Bur- 
ton, and all other interested parties.

ATCHISON DAY IN WALL STREET, 


Heavy Transactions and & Decline on 
Good News—Hichmond Terminal. 
New York, Nov. 25.—([Special.|—It was 
Atchison’s day. The official declaration that 
the reogrnization plan had become effective 
might naturally be regarded as a bull point 
on the stock. But @Wail street’s axiom is, 
“Sell on good news.”- A light advance at 
the opening was followed by a decline of 244 
per cent, and after a rally the stock closed 
at 14¢ below the final figures of Saturday 
last. Transactions in Atchison constituted 
more than a fourth of the dealings in reg- 
ularly-listed stocks. The only explanation 
of the “ break’ which either New York or 
Boston could conjure up was that “the Lit- 

tle Wizard’’ was seliing out. 

The Richmond Terminal books closed today 
for the annual election. As the stories about 
a contest for control vanished on the thin air 
the price fell 1 per cent, but subsequently re- 
covered most of the decline. It is now the 
fashion for people to elect themselves to the 
control of corporations Dy borrowing the 
stock. Hence a contest is refiected, not in 
the reguiar crowd where tne shares are 
bought and sold, but ig the loan crowd 
where they are borrowed and loaned. While 
Richmond Terminal shares were selling at 
their lowest today they were in such demand 
by gentlemen who desired to vote on them 
that they commanded a premium of 1-32. 
While it was exceedingly dull and 
ragged the general market was yet 
strong. The short interest “‘in the room ” 
is large, and strenuous but vain efforts were 
made to secure such a reaction as would per- 
mit the covering of short contracts without 
loss. Aside from Atchison there is only one 
of the more active stocks in which the 
decline exceeds a fraction—namely: St. Louis 
& San Francisco preferred, which was sold 
down 2ig per cent on transactions running 
upward of 2,000 shares, unusually heavy for 
that stock. 

Among the specialties Tennessee Coal &

FARWELL AND THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 


He Will Introduce a Bill to Abolish the 
Competitive Examination System. 

Wasnineton, Nov. 22.—Senator Farwell 
intends introducing at the Coming session 
of Congress a bilito abolish the civil-service 
examination system, The Senator is earnest 
in his opposition to the Pendleton law, and 
at his recent’ interview with the President 
brought the subject up for discussion. 

“Some of my friends have said there 
was no need of my introducing such a bill,” 
said the Senator tonight, ‘inasmuch as 
other propositions of the same sort would be 
made by other members of Congress, but l 
told them I was exceedingly anxious to have 
my name connected with an effort of this 
sort, and so lam. Once before I had the 
pleasure of voting for the  aboli- 
tion of a Civil-Service Commission, 
the one of which my old friend Medill of Tus 
CHicaGo TRIBUNE was a member, though we 
did that by refusing an appropriatiog for its 
support. i am opposed to the Civil-Service 
law because it interferes with good goveph- 
ment. 1 told the President as much Ate 
When I recommended Mr. Sex- 
ton for Postmaster of Chicago | told him ali I 
wanted him to do was to give Chicago the 
best office it ever hud. I| told him to dis- 
tribute his appointments among all the four 
Congressional districts of the city and to make 
sure that all had fair play. He was here a 
few days ago and said he would be able to 
give Chicago an ideal postal service if it 
were not for the OCOivil-Service law 
hampering his administration of the office. 
He said he was required by the law 
to take men into the work without knowing 
whetner they were houest men. He declared 
that he was going to insist to the Civil-Serv- 
ice Commissidaers that some vupportunity be 
given him to ascertain whether the proposed 
appointees were men of good moral character. 
He at least wanted to know whether they 
were thieves or penitentiary birds. But the 
Civil-Service law said he should take the men 
inte his office without them being vouched 
for by responsible persons. . 

‘* | have not sufficient command of the En- 
glish language to characterize the law as I 
should like to do,’’ added the Senator. * It 1s 
certainly a menace to good government and 
contrary to the spirit of our institutions. If 
it is a good thing for Government clerks, as 
its friends claim, and adcs to the efficiency 
of the force, a logical sequence is that it must 
bea good thing in more important offices. 
The higher the office and the more respon- 
sible and important, the more valuable 
must be an application of this system known 
as civil-service reform. After it has become 
the well-settied rule in the employment and 
management of cierks, chiefs of division 
will be embraced within its provisions. la 
fact, that is the tendency at the present 
moment. Every now and then pressure is 
exerted for the extention of the Civil-Serv- 
10e law by executive order... First it is raii- 
way mail clerks, then census employés and 
heads of departments. After the chiefs of 
division have been taken in, the reform will 
make another step forward, asits friends say, 
by embracing the Cabinet officers. If a cierk 
should be able to pass a certain examination 
in arithmetic, geography, and history, 
how much more important is it that 
we make sure of having educated 
men for our Cabinet Ministers. It 
may be said that members of the Cabinet 
should be in political sympathy with the 
President and the dominant party, but 
according to the reform idea that aoes not 
follow. According to the reformers the vir- 


tue and efficiency of government increas@ 


as they are removed from politics. So why 
remove the poor, comparatively unimportant 
clerk from the danger of contamination and 
leave all his superiors in the evil way? Non- 
partisan bureaus baving been achieved, the 
reformers will next cast envious eyes upon 
the Senate and House of Representatives. 
hey will insist that legislators be chosen by 
examination. That they will probably regard 
as @ great advance in reform, but not as the 
greatest. To be consistent and logical, the 
reformers should not stop until they have so 
amended the Constitution § that the 
President of the United States 
is chosen at a competitive exam- 
ination open to ail good citizens. Nor should 
the Executive be permitted to choose mein- 
bers of the Supreme Court at will. When 
vacancies occur they should be filled by hav- 
ing lawyers and miaor judges properly ex- 
amined at the National Law school Ali 
this is the logical outcome of civil-service re- 
form by the competitive examination system. 
Is it not absurd? Administration of tne af- 
fairs of the Government is business and 
nothing but business. I do not know of a 
successful businéSs-man who farms out the 
hiring of his empioyés to a lot of school- 
teachers. 

“Postmaster Sexton of Chicago says he 
could not and would not run his business as 
the Civil-Service law requires him to run the 
business of the Post-Office Department. I 
could not run .my wholesale dry-goods 
store and make a success of it 
pursuing those methods. J'wenty years 
ago took into our store four 
young fellows right from the streets, 
without any knowledge of geometry, the his- 
tory of ancient Rome, or the principles of evo- 
lution, but they were bright, smart boys, 
with the true stuffin them. Oneof them is 
now manager ofa department, with an in- 
come of $15.000 a year, while the other threa 
are in prominent positions, With salaries of 
from $4,000 to $7,000 each. Civil service ex- 


aminations would have left those bogs on the | 


streets. Let me teil you how we hire boox- 
keepers in our store. We do not look for 
trained bookkeepers. When a vacancy oc- 
curs we go to some bright young fellow who 
has helped make out bills in the shipping 
clerk’s department, and who before that was 
handling bales and boxes, so that he knew not 
only the goods, but enough aboutarithmetic to 
add up a column of figures, and offer him the 
job. In other words, the Only way to learn 
what men are capable of is: by putting them 
to work. You can’t do it by asking them 
questions, and aay system which depends 
upon questions instead of trial must necessa- 
rily be a failure. The civil service can be re- 
formed, so far as appointments to office are 
concerned, in a much simpler and more ef- 
fective manner. Last. Mareh, on making my 
first call on President Harrison, I said to him: 

“*Mr. President, the officeseekers killed 
your grandfather, and if you do not look out 
tmey will kill you. Let me offer you a sug- 
gestion.’ 

‘*1 then went on to tell the President howI 
would distribute the patronage were I Presi- 
dent. In calling on him a few days ago I ro- 
newed the suggestion. This country is so 
large and the number of offices to be filled by 
Executive appointment so great that it is 
physicaily impossible for a President to look 
into the character of every appointee. Why 
should a President spend ail bis time settiing 
the disputed point whether John Smith of 
Jones’ Crossing — ever accused of cheat- 
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ative Abner Taylor about the Postmastership 
at the Town of Grand Crossing. I told the 
President he should apportion the offices he 
had to dispose of among the various States. 
If Itlinois’ proportion were ten Consuiships 
and a dozen places in the Executive De- 
partments, the Illinois Republican Congress 
delegation could hold a meeting and 
recommend the names for thore places. The 
Senators and Congressmen know the local 
conditions and the men as the President could 
never know them. The people of Democratic 
Congressional districts could be looked after 
by the Senators, and in States which had no 
Republican Representatives or Senators some 
pian could be devised to have the matter of 
recommendations attended to by prominent 
Republicans or by delegates to the last Na- 
wonal Convention. But for the Civil Service 
law, erroneously called the reform law, the 
same plan could be adopted as to appoint- 
ments in the departments at Washington. 
The Republican Senators and Representatives 
could keep constantly on file the names of 
worthy men for appointment as rap 
idly a8 Vavancies occurred in the State 
apportionment. This plan would relieve the 
President of the enormous burden of distri- 
bution of the patronage ana ieave him time 
for real statesmanship. It would give him 
an opportunity to be something besides a 
mere chief appointment clerk. It would 
avert many of the dangers to party harmony 
which arise in this concentration of respon- 
sibility. It would, more than ali, be a gen- 
uine’ civil service reform, improving the 
character of the men appointed and increas- 
ing the efficiency of the public departments. 
The Constitution never contemplated either 
& vivil-service method of appointment 
by asking questions nor the making of 
ail appointments as the personal act of 
the President. George Washington, in pur- 
suance of the clause in the Constitution 
which says that “the President shall, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
appoint,”’ used to ge up to the Senate and ask 
the Senators whom they wanted for any 
given piace. That would not be practicable 
nowadays, but the same thing would be 
reached in effect if the President were to ap- 
portion the vacancies—and tnere should be 
& great Many vacancies on every change of 
party in power among the various Btates, 
with the Senators acting as the Executive's 
immediate advisers, but conferring in all 
cases with the Representatives from their 
States.” 

Senator Farwellis much in earnest in his 
desire to rp the civil service reformed by 
abolition of the examination system, and is 
assured that he has the sympathy of many 
members of Congress.

WEST IN HIS OWN BEHALF 


HE ATTRIBUTES ALL HIS WOES TO 
MESSRS, DUNLOP AND WBIGLEY, 


The Former Manager of the “Times” 
Charges Conspiracy— What the Present 
and ex-Editors Think of the Ability of 
the Other—Judge Driggs Ascends the 
Bench— His Firat Day in Court—Accasa~ 
tions Made Against Tom Currier—Other 
Caces. 


James J. West's motion for a receiver for the 
Chicago Times Company came up in the Federal 
Court before Judge Blodgett yesterday, who was 
unable to take up the case.

West's attorneys would not consent and with- 
drew the motion with the intention of renewing 
ig next Monday. On motion of counsel for the 
Huiskamps and the Jises Judge Blodgett elimi- 
nated from tne West bill the ailegations relating 
to the confidential relations with Frank S. Wei- 
ley and also charges meant to be reflections on 
J. R. Daniop. > 

This cut out about two-thirds of West’s com- 
Piaint. The allegations attributed ail his mis- 
fortunes to an alleged conspiracy between Weig- 
ley and Dunlop. Judge Blodgett held that all 
private dealings between West, Dunlop and 
Weigley were irrelevant 

The motion for a receiver was based on a mo- 
tion by Johu N. Jewett ana Frank J. Smith for 
West to be allowed to file a cross-bill in the suit 
of the Huiskamps against him. It is proposed in 
this cross-bill to cuarge that the 7¥nee is being 
mismanaged and is losing money. Reflections 
are made on Dunlop’s editorial ability. Dunlop 
was prepared with an affidavit giving a little in- 
sight into the editorial ability of West, which he 
doesn’t consider preéminent. 

The T7ines management, through Attorney 
Weigley, said there was no foundation for the 
appointment of a receiver,

MARKETS. 


The Chicago produce markets were irregular 
yesterday, with not much business for outside 
parties, but a moderate volume of what may be 
called interior trading. The change in the 
weather to clear.ng und dryness, if not to cold, 
was an element of Weakness in corn. 

A telegraphic note from New York refers to 
‘*an all around aversion to our No 2 red winter 
wheat” as a prominent feature and not a desir- 
able one. It would seem also to be a steady 
phase of the situation judging from the numer- 
ous references thag have been made fo it witain 
the last two months. 

Another circular from the men in London who 
take un interest in the Chicago pork deal for No- 
vember. A great amount of ingenuity is dis- 
piayed in these attempts to keep up the courage 
of the foreign investors, and the recent course of 
the market may tend to revive it. Some of the 
men who had prophesied $3.50 for November 
poms paid $10.00 for it yesterday, butit did not 

old up. 

New York operators say that a further con- 
cession has been made by elevator men in this 
city who are anxious to have their houses filled 
with@rain forthe winter. They have hitherto 
given a rebate of l¥ec and have now stated their 
willingness to rebate 2c per bu from the full. 
storage cbarge from now tillthe beginning of 
May, provided the grain stay in store the whole 
of that time. This makes an important differ- 


‘ence inthe costof carrying grain through the 


winter. The fuil storage for 157 days would be 
4c per bu so that the presentrebate cuts off 0 
per cent. 

St. Louis stands charged with the receipt of 
500,000 bu corn yesterday (fortwo days). And 
they say a considerabie part of it 1s old which is 
just now coming out, while the new crop 18 geét- 
ting ready to move in large volume. It was 
afterwards said our weakness was in part due 
to a fear some of that corn wiillcome here after 
the squeeze in St. Louisis over. Some Chicago 
men who have been out in the country recently 
say the present crop is the best yield per acre of 
any since the fine one of 1860, and that it will 
average 75 bu to the acre over many a square 
mile. They say that 50 bu to the acre would 
probably not be aa overestimate for the better 
balf of the corn belt. This may be overdrawn, 
but there seems to be no room to doubt that the 
average yield is much greuter than that of any 
recent year. 

A receiver in this city tells of a customer who 
sent him 111 cars corn, every one of which graded 
No.2. He then sold ten cars to arrive, and filled 
the order out of the same lot as at first, but 
seven of the lot were passed as No. 3 on account 
of being “shrunken.”’ The discrimination seems 
to have been made because the ten cars arrived 
after the middie of November, and stand a 
chance of being kept here all the winter. The 
country shipper says he will send no more corn 
here till next July, and the receiver thinks it is 
bad policy to discriminate in the alleged interest 
of the buyer in this city who goes to other mar- 
kets to fill his orders for shipment.

Curious Figare« on the “ Surplas,” 

The weight and bulk of the gold and silver 
coins now held in the United States Treasury 
form the subject of much inquiry among ‘peo- 
ple of a mathematical turn of mind, one of 
whom has ascertained that the gold alone 
weighs 601 tons of 2,000 pounds and that the 
silver weighs 8,000 tons. Corded : along the high- 
way, as wood is corded, the gold wouid make a 
wall 4feet high and 4 feet thick for a distance 
of 235 feet. The silver, if simiiarly packed into a 
solid wall, would extend 4,248 feet, or about five- 
sixths ofa mile. If packed in carts, aton to éach 
cart, the procession would be nearly 38 ailes 
long, of which distance the carts containing gold
